Public notice is hereby given that the following By-law has been introduced in 
the Village of Crossfield, Alberta, and that unless within twenty days after the last 
insertion of this Notice at leastten resident electors of the Village petition the Coun- 


cil to submit such By-law to the vote of such electors of the Village the Council will 
proceed to pase same, 


BY-LAW. 


A By-law of the Village of Crossfield to restrain and regulate the running at large or 
trespassing of Animals; 


The Council of the Village of Crossfield enact as follows. 
(1) In this By-law unless the context otherwise requires, 
A. ‘‘Animal’’ means any head of cattle, horse, sheep, goat, swine or poultry. 
B. ‘Cattle’ means any bull, cow, ox, heifer, steer or calf, 
C. ‘‘Horse’’ means any horse, mare, gelding, colt filly, ass or mule. 
D. ‘‘Sheep’’ means any ram, ewe, wether or lamb. 


BE. ‘At Large’ means without being under the control of the owner or possessor 


while passing along or across any lane, highway or vacant and unoccupied lands, 
within thé Village. 


(2.) That it sha!l not be lawiul for any person or persons to suffer or permit his, her 


or their animals or any one or more of them to run at large, trespass or be herded: 


at any time within the limits of the Village of Crossfield, Alberta. 

(3) Nothing in this By-law shall prevent any person from waiving his rights under 
this By-law and taking action to recover compensation in any court of competent 
jurisdiction from any person owning or having the custody of any animal, through 
which damage has been caused, contrary to the provisions of this By-law. 

(4) There shall be established in the Village of Crossfield a public pound and a 
pound-keeper appointed for said pound, his remuneration to be such fees and charges 
as he shall be entitled to,under the provisions of the Village Act. 


(5) The said pound shall be for the impounding of animals at large or trespassing 
contrary to the provisions of this or any other By-law of theVillageof Crossfield 
which said impounding may be done by avy other person than the Poundkeeper, 


(6)Whenever any animal is impounded it shall be the duty of the poundkeeper to 
retain same until the owner or owners thereof shall have paid the fees and dam- 
ages, if any, claimed for the trespass. 


(7) Whenever any animal has been confined or distrained by. any person under the 
provisions of this By-law for the purpose of impounding the same, if the owner of 
the animal or some person in his behalf pay ortender to the person seizing or hay- 
ing charge of such animal before same’ has been actually impounded, the charge 
for which the said animal has then become.liable, under this By-law, the person 
having charge of such animal shall forthwith deliver up the same to the owner or 
the person tendering the said charges on his behalf. 


(8) Nothing contained in this By-law shall deprive the owner of any animal tm: 
pounded of any action, remedy or right that he may have at common law or oth- 
erwise by reason of the same being unlawfully seized, distrained or impounded, 

(9) Any person who leaves cpen any gate or lets down any bars or makes a gap in 
a fence for the purpose of permitting any animal to trespass, or who otherwise 
causes any other animal to trespass, shall be guilty of an infraction of this By-law. 


(10) Any person claiming any damage for trespass by any animal impounded may, 
ut any time before the animal ss released, deliver 
ment in writing, showing the amount of his demand. 


(b) Upon the receipt of such statement the poundkeeper shall apply to the reeve or 
to any one of the councillors of the village, or to a justice of the peace, who is 


SYNSOPIS OF GANADIAN NORTH- 
WEST LAND REGULATIONS 


THE sole head of a family, or any 

male over 18 years eld, may home- 
stead a quarter-eection of available Dom- 
inion land in Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
or Alberta. The applicant must appear 
in person at the Dominion Lands Agency 
or Sub-agency for the district. Entry 
by proxy may be made at the office of 
any Local Agent of Dominion Lands (not 
sub agent), on certain conditions. 


Duties.—Six months’ residence tipon 
and cultivation of the land in each oj 
three years. A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his homes ona 
farm of at least 80 acres, on certain con- 
ditions. A habitable house is required 
in every case, except when residence is 
performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter- 
section alongside his homestead. Price 
$3.00 per acre. Duties.—Six tnonths re- 
sidence in cach of six years date of 
homestead entry (including the time 
required to earn homestead .patent) 
and fifty acres extra cultivation. The 
of cultivation is subject te reduction in 


case of rough, scrubby or stony land — 


after report by Homestead Inspector on 
application for patent. 


A homesteader who has exhausted his 
homestead right and cannot obtain a pre- 
emption may take a purchased home- 
stead in certain. districts. Price $3.00 
per acre. Duties.—Must reside six 
months in each of three years, cultivate 
fifty’ acras and erect a house worth 
$300.00.

on summary conviction to a penalty not exceeding $100. 


(2) Every poundkeeper shall keep the pound to which he is appointed, clean and in 
good repair and shall supply the animals impounded their with sufficient and 
wholesome sustenance and provide for them such shelter as is commonly provided 
at the time for animals of similar age and class in the vicinity, and the pound- 
keeper may send such aniinals out of his pound at fit times and to fit places for 
grazing or watering and every poundkeeper shall be responsible to the owner oi 
any impounded animal for all loss or damage occasioned by any act or negligence 
of himself or his agent : in no case shall an open wire corral be regardeed as a suit- 
able pound. 


(12) If the owner of any impounded anima! is known to the ) oundkeeper as the 
owner of such animal the poundkeeper shall forthwith «deliver at or mail by reg-

This in Itself is serving to tun atten- 
tion to the utilization of oxygen.

fo the big Nquid alr ntants it Is almost 


economical to burn “onl in pure oxy- 
gen, for the burning «of coal tn air 
Deans the loss of much heat from the 
unnecesenry heating of the nitrogen, 
which goes with the oxrzen fn the air, 
but does not help the burning. Large 
plants making liquid sir ean now pro- 
duce oxygen at a cost«f nbont a third 
of a cent per cuble ynrdt. and the proce- 
ess will probably be greatly cheapened 
in the course of time as tt ts devel- 
oped by study and exjerience, Cheap 
Oxygen Is likely to. find other uses not 
thought of now, for there are. many 
men busy mak'ng experimenter along 
this line.—Satnrday Evening Post.

FREE FOOD POLICY 


AND THE FARMERS 


Many Independent Papers View Pro 
posal With Doubt—Could Not 
Lower Prices Much 
While every Canadian is struggling 
' with his own high cost of living prob- 
lem there is no abounding faith that 
the removal of all duties off food pro- 
“ducts would help materially. At best 
it is viewed as an experiment which 
| might be tried and if found wanting 
'yejected. ‘here is a feeling, however, 
that certain food producers might find 
it a costly experiment and while their 
interests are not paramount it would 
be unfair to jeopardize their business 
| without abundant evidence being 
forthcoming that every Canadian will 

benefit, 
The Toronto Weekly Sun, one of 
the leading farm papers in Canada, of 
pronounced free trade leanings and 
of strong friendliness towards Sir 
Wilfrid and his party, felt compelled 
to point out that the free food pro- 
posal was entirely illogical, that the 
trade facts set out did not justify the 
remedy proposed, but, obviously, 
would check the export of foodstuffs 
from Canada to the United States. 
Even the Ottawa Citizen that within 
a few months past has heen quoted 
with much satisfaction by low tariff 
organs, feels ccmpelled to criticize the 
proposal as a catch cry which has 
been seized upon by @ political party 
to mend its fortunes without mature 
consideration. It states that the con- 
ditions caused by the,.high cost of 
living have ‘beer used to make a 
superficial appeal to the people who 
suffer.as a result. “This slogan,” con- 
cludes the Citizen, “ means nothing 
in actual or concrete terms.” 
The Ottawa Journal drives home 
the lesson.

modities which Canada might secure,
